Ferlia|)8, howover, I shouUl call it 
an incidftnt or ncrident, instead of an 
atlvcnture; at all events I shall tel! it 
just as it iiApiieneil, and you can call it 
what vou please. It liappened tome 
and a t'l-ieml of mine a few uioutlisago. 

It was on Saturday, the day of the 
week on which wo iiail no seliool, Iho 
8th of August, i think, but am not 
quite sure tliough 1 know it could not 
have been very far from that date. 
For goo<l reasons as you will pre.sently 
see, 1 was not in a condition to niuku 
an entrv in iny diary on that evening, 
nor indeeil for a week aftPfwanls. 

At any rat4-, it was Satmda\-, when 
there was no school, and Harvey itol) 
inion and myself were lishing in tho 
Ililnoia river. We had had not been 
tiahing for soma week.-, and went pre- 
pared to have a i^ood time. We were 
in a row boat, which belongetl to Har- 
vey's brother, and started out about 
So'olock in the afternoon. Besides 
our fishing rods and a pound of beef 
for- bait, each of us had taken :i biscuit 
and a jiocket full of jieais to eat by the 
way. 

Il was a \ fry warm afternoon; we 
were aware of that before, .setting out. 
Hut we thought there would be a 
breeze on the river, and said we could 
take a iiath in tlie sluulo of the elms 
if the sun was ton hot. 

Lhilocking our boat we padilleil 
down to a bend, .some lialf a mile be- 
low, and there, in the lieep water, 
threw out our hooks. 

But it wa8 warmer than we had 
thought, and no breeze came. At lust 
it really seemed as if the sun would 
bake uh". There wiis a belt of rather 
dark, misty clouds away up in the 
northwest, but they did not keep the 
sun from reaching Ub. 

1 wish some of those clouds would 
rise a little higher and cover the oM 
bay-maker up! Harvey said, and he 
dipjjod up a handful of water to wash 
his head. 

Just then, however, a tlsh bit at 
Harvey's liriok ; I hen another took my 
),ait, and 1 hauled a big fellow in. 
Then the fish all seemed to wake up 
at once. We caught live in le.ss than 
three minutPB, and the sport grew so 
exciting that we forgot how fearfnliy 
hot it was. 

But suddenly we became conscious 
of something unusual; a strange sen- 
sation which came from the air, and of 
an unnatural stillness. The air seem 
ed dead and oppressively heavy; it 
fairly bore us down, and tlie eflect was 
such that it seemed as if my head 
woulii burst.

dark.' The boat, with us in it, was 
whirletl out of the water into the swir 
ling air like a leaf 

I renunnber feeling a swift succession 
of heavy thump.sas 1 clung to the gun- 
gale; then I was dimly conscious of l<e- 
ing whirled over and over in the air, 
und then, for a time. I knew udtliin;,' 
more about it. 

The ne.Kt 1 did know- -and J hardly 
knew that for :(wliiic---it w:is ruining 
softly on me; I heard drops |iatteriii^' 
on the leaves. 

Then a terril)lo .sense of jiaiii and 
dizziness came u[ion me. I couhl hear 
iny heart flutter; my whole body felt 
prickly, like one's arm will when by 
chance he hits the end of his elbow, 

) felt chilleil, too; ami it s<-cn)ed a.s 
if iiiontlis had pa.s.sed, while 1 stili lay 
in that painful, lialf-cnnscinus eondi 
tion. 

At last I became fully consciou.s, 
and loused up. 1 was cold, and in 
great pain, and for awhile could not 
move my arms. 

1-. was dark ami raining gently. I 
felt tlu? rain on my face, and heard it 
on the broken down corn, in the mid.it 
of which 1 lay. 1 was wet through 
H!id covereil with mud and dirt. 

A long time passed before 1 could 
gel up, and then I kepi tumbling over 
the corn which lay siuirleil and pros- 
traie all about. 

I wandered arouiul in the dark, 
amongst the com, for 1 know not liow 
1 ing; but at last I got out of the corn- 
lield to .1 rail fence, which I followed 
till I came to the river. 

Here 1 Silt down, being faint and in 
great ]iftin, and did not move again till 
il Ijegan to grow light. I then dhsoov- 
ered that I was on the opposite side 
of the river from home, and at a [dace 
more than a mile below whore we had 
been fishing.

1 had never 
known until then, that they cared so 
much about ine at home. 

It was a week before I svcnt out of 
the house again. And the next lime 
I saw Harvey we agroetl to dig a "tor- 
nado hole," before [_aiioihpr summer — 
a cidlar out of door.s, to I'e cuviM-i-d 
over with planks and turf, with a trap 
dooi- to drop into it by. 

We ling the hole— it is ill ready — 
and when we see another black bidloon 
coming, we are going to out and run 
for it.

This at least 
forms an approximate basis of calculation 
for the amount of refined sugar cousumod 
fn the province, as only a small ipiantity 
of the raw article comes from ijouth Am- 
erica. ''Here is surely a wide tiolJ for tho 
remunerative employ iiient of capital, and 
tho good which would result from tho 
establiiilimetit of such a maiiufaoturo as 
that uf rofuied sugar, both to Victoria and 
the province at largo cannot bo over esti- 
mated. It* is an enterprise, however, 
which would require consider.iblo capital 
in order that it might bo run on a HutB- 
oiontly large scale to give every otlv.iiitage 
in cnmpotimr with the foreign or Canadi- 
an riitiner. .-\ largo aniomit of money 
now paid out fur duties ami freight, the 
latter probably amounting i" 820,000, 
would bo saved, and there would also be 
i^onsiiierable work cr>'ated by the invest 
inent for (itlier hr^mclu's of industry. Last 
though nnt lea;it it would give employ 
nieiil to II laiye number of people in our 
midst, and iluis supply a desideratum of 
which the city stands h i much in need .

Tiio pnal few days li.ive lieiui exceed- 
ingly warm and city folks are beginning to 
tallc of where they will spend a short va- 
cation or whore thoy will send their fami- 
lies during the holiday season. Tho.Ho 
who are nut eucuinljeretl by f:imily care.i 
aro organizing expeditiruis of all kinds. 
But re.'illy it in nuly the woU-to-do that can 
spend any thing likf an enjoyable vaca- 
tion, for to dii SI) it is noctissnry to go 
some distance, which is iinpossiblo for an 
average "Winniiiegger," for railway tra- 
velling is ex)ienfiivi' in the extreme, ciuHod 
of Course by lii'inuimly, and which wo are 
told we must put up with, for our I'rairie 
Province is not so favored by nature as 
that of Briti.ih Columbia, where, I am 
tolU, a period of [jleasure and relaxation 
ia within the reach id all, either in the 
way cf tisiiing, (which i;i so lelightful to 
many people) or drives to hively locali- 
ties at convenient distances. But here 
the pleasure suoker lias but a limitless 
plain as unvaryinf; as it is unrotnantiu. It 
ia true wc have the noble Rod and Aa- 
siniboino rivers as limy are termed, but a 
fishing e.xpeditiiiii out hero would be both 
time and money, uiiproUtably spent. 

We are just now somewhat recovering 
from tho.ievere reaction that set in dur- 
ing lust winter causing numerous financial 
embarrassnienta, and it ia gratifying to 
note tlio additional elements of strength 
exhibited in ccnnmercial circles. Tho 
couotiy is being rapidly opened up by tho 
0. P. U. and its connections; a largo im- 
migration of a satisfactory character is 
taking place, and it is believed that busi- 
ness and values will hencofortli rest on a 
more satisfactory basis. On .Saturday 
night a firo occurred in a warehouse where 
a great (piantity of gunpowder was stored 
wliich caused an explosion, reaiilling in 
the death of a young man named Scale, 
the aon of a weelthy nndortakor of Mon- 
treal, and several injured, one probably 
fatally.

An inquest has been 
held and ananformation sworn nut against 
Mr. Ashdown, a hardware merchant, on 
who»e premiseH the oxploaiim oc- 
curred, by Llio lire inspector for having 
on his promises an illegal ipiaiitity of 
powder, and will be heard in the pidico 
court to-morrow. 

The Canadian I'acific railway is cer- 
tainly-rapidly hurrying across the conti- 
nent, laying from three to four miles of 
track a day, thus oin^ning up large tracts 
of fertile country which aro being quickly 
taken up by a good class of imniigranta. 
Oonstruction trains are running some 50 
miles west of Medicine Rat, and it is ex- 
pected that by .\ugiist tho lines will be 
open as far as Caljjary . 'I'lio suiveys in 
British Columbia are reported as com- 
pleted ; and once through the mountains, 
connection will soon bo made withOnder- 
donk'a section .
